"WATCHFUL 


Well, after all the jibes at "watch- 


ful waiting." it has won the first and 
In ail probability the most important 
atep toward the pacification of Mex- 
ico. There is a good deal to be done 
yet. but it is not likely that there will 
be serious difficulty in arranging the 
details. 


•Nearly a year and a half ago the 


President refused to recognize Gen- 
eral Huerta on account of his pre- 
•umed complicity in the assassina- 
tion of President Madero. 
He 
has 


never for an instant wavered in his 
conviction' that Huerta** removal was 
an absolutely essential first step to 
the establishment of law and order in 
Mexico, or in his confidence that he 
could so Isolate Huerta that he would 
be forced to give up. The refusal of 
the President to recognize Hnerta 
made it difficult for him to raise 
money either in this country or in 
Europe, and ^ undoubtedly 
afforded 


great encouragement fo~ ^Ee~Consfttu- 
tionalists, even before the latter were 
permitted to buy munitions of war 
here. 


The President 
would, not make 


intervention in Mexico beyond 


what was necessary to maintain our 
prestige and keep up our pressure. 
The reason the flag salute was de- 
manded. and Vera Cruz occupied be- 
cause it was refused, was that the 
Hnerta officials were corning to treat 
aa as though we were a. negligible 
quantity and could be ignored with 
impunity, ttf we did not resent this in 
some way -which would be obvious to 
ail the people of Mexico, our influence 
with Federals and insurgents wouldbe 
gone. It was essential to the plans of 
the President that we should make 
ouselves felt in all parts of Mexico 
without Involving ourselves in a war 
with either faction. 


fcf UCnerta had been able to crush 


the insurgents and demonstrate his 
power to establish peace and mam- 
tain government, in all probability we 
should have recognized his as a. gov- 
ernment de facto, but the President 
•was opposed to this, and Huerta never 
showed the faintest capacity for as- 
serting the powers of the Federal gov- 
ernment and checking the insurrec- 
tion. There was probably net a single 
defeat inflicted IT the Federals upon 
the insurgents. If any victories were 
won by the Federals they were trifling 
and had no influence on the course of 
events. IHuerta 
apparently did not 


dare to detach his garrisons from the 
towns they overawed and put them 
in the field to encounter Villa and de- 
stroy his army, ft he had withdrawn 
his garrisons he could have put an 
army in the field much larger than 
Tina's, but he either lacked the mili- 
tary capacity or did not dare. IcsttW 
people should rise against him the 
moment his troops were withdrawn. 


The President steadily maintained 


hi* attitude of unfriendliness to Huer- 
ta, and this attitude was sufficient to

All over the country public libraries 


more and more* are taking book* to 
the people instead of waiting 
for 


people to come for the books. .This 
is true both literally and figuratively 
for in not a few cases books are actu- 
ally sent to families in the form 01 
•ravening libraries or ia other ways, 
while in many other instances they are 
sent, as it might be said, part way 
to the people, by means of branches 
in communities and section* of cities, 
so that they may be more easily ob- 
tained. In some place* churches and 
schoolhouses are utilized in this way. 
and so the library and the people are 
brought together more closely aad the 
former is made to serve the latter more 
easily and efficiently. 


This is a comparatively new depar- 


ture, as the old idea of a public library 
was simply an 
institution where 


books could be secured if desired, and 
practically no effort was made to in- 
terest people in books and to create 
a desire to read or to use the library 
in any way. i£ven in that form it was 
a beneficent institution and accom- 
plished much good in a city or com- 
munity. Under the modern arrange- 
ment, however, a. public library not 
only furnishes books to those who 
wish, but does everything possible to 
arouse in those who have no interest 
a desire to read. In a word, the public 
library today -s creating a hunger for 
books as well as supplying the demand 
of that hunger after it has been 
aroused. . 


It is easy to see that under the new 


conditions a public library »* a much 
more valuable institution than it 
in the old day*, not only because it 
is reaching -more people and making 
more readers, but because through 
that means it is making itself of much 
greater importance to the community. 
It has indeed- become an indispensable 
agency for intellectual and moral up- 
lift at is doing quite as much, indeed, 
along this line as many other institu- 
tions which are regarded as public 
benefactions, and is Helping in a real 
way _to—mako thp rnnimuuUy •better' 
and to raise the people to a higher 
level intellectually and socially.
